TRAGEDY OCCURRED HOME

' Henry Durbin, about 38, is 
dead, and his wife, about 
33, is in a critical condition 
as a result of a shooting 
which

tion of Mrs. Durbin was still criti- 
cal Monday afternoon, although It 
was thought that there was a slight 
improvement in her condition as 
compared with Sunday. 


Durbin is said 
to 
have 
fired 


three shots from a 3S-calibre pistol 
into the body of his wife and then 
turning the pistol upon himself, 
firing one bullet through the head, 
death resulting instantly. Mrs. Dur- 
bin was shot in the face, arm and 
back. Two small children, a girl 12 
and a boy 10. witnessed the shoot- 
ing.It was stated that the Durbin 
family had returned from a visit 
,to Ennis late Saturday night. Dur- 
bin was said to have packed his 
belongings preparatory to leaving 
and an argument ensued over Dur- 
bin taking the boy with him and 
the shooting followed.

DEVELOPMENTS 


LONDOV, March 11.—U1}— Possi- 


bility of the appointment 
of the 


Prince of Wales as regent to rule 
for his father during the remaind- 
er of King George's convalescence 
was discussed in I "ndon papers 
and aspects of the matter were un- 
der consideration by the attorney- 
general and the solicitor-general. 


The Daily Mail said there was 


a possibility parliament would be 
asked soon to replace the present 
council of staff, which has acted 
for the king during his illness, with 
a regency. 


The action, if taken, would have 


for its background the 
constitu- 


tional duties which devolve upon 
tl'.e crown in the course of a gen- 
eral election, which this year if 
slated for some.tme in May. 


The king—or the regent—must 


dissolve parliament, and in 
the 


event or a victory by the opposi- 
tion party, in this case either liber- 
al or labor party, would have to 
confer with the new leaders re- 
garding appointments, future pol- 
icy, 
and the like. In the event of 


a deadlock, after the general elec- 
tion the king, or regent, would have 
to decide which party to give pow- 
er. 


These duties are considered suf- 


ficiently arduous as to make It un- 
likely King George will be able to 
leave Bognor soon enough to un- 
dertake them. The council of state 
appointed to act for him during 
his illness is expressly fordidden 
to dissolve parliament in. the act 
creating it, and hence the appoint- 
ment of a regent appears as the 
only solution ofjthe 
difficulty.

But why go back further?

In other words, Herbert 


Hoover will make a few jobs

the housing of federal pris- 
oners was a fairly profitable 
adjunct 01 state and county 
penal institutions. The fed- 
eral government had an ar- 
rangement whereby short- 
term prisoners and 
those 


awaiting trial could (be con- 
fined in other than'federal 
prisons. • Washington 
paid 


for the board of its "guests" 
and the cost of food allowed 
a slight margin of profit to 
the states and counties. 


Several 
factors 
h a v e 


changed 
conditions. 
The 


increase in crime has crowd- 
ed all penal institutions. 
The number of federal pris- 
oners has grown because of 
prohibition 
enforcement, 


and the per diem allowance 
of government 
sometimes 


fails to cover the 
cost of 


Keeping such offenders. So 
more and more jails are clos- 
ing their doors to federal 
prisoners, 
either 
because 


they have no room for them 
or because of the financial 
loss in boarding and housing 
them. 


The federal government 


cannot force state and coun- 
ty prisons to accept the pris- 
oners. The answer may be 
that the United States will 
be compelled to provide pe- 
nal colonies of its 
own in 


many states to take care of 
the situation created by laws 
more honored in the breach 
than in the observance. 


Here is an opportunity 


for packing a bigger and 
better "pork barrel" which 
congress appears to have 
overlooked, or perhaps it has 
been waiting for the sugges- 
tion to come from the pub- 
lic. 
When the voice of the 


people speaks out, congress 
is never deaf, unless it is a 
voice of distress in a morass 
of high taxes and congres- 
sional extravagance. 


The easing of European 


tensions has been distinctly 
felt throughout the United 
States. America is not wor- 
rying over Europe as much 
as it was a few years ago. 
Vigilant suspicion has to a 
certain extent been toned 
down. 


Understanding. 
w h i l e 


balked and muddled by oc- 
casional blunders, seems to 
be growing on both sides of 
the Atlantic. Conditions are 
far from ideal. Issues of 
grave moment cast 
long 


shadows into the future. But 
there is evidence that the 
iumpy nervousness of the 
last few years is wearing off. 


One of the most striking 


results of this safer feeling 
with regard to Europe is the 
greater interest on the part 
of the United Sates in 
af- 


fairs of he Western Hemi- 
sphere. The nation is watch- 
ing the progress of Pan- 
American amity. The new 
consciousness of affairs be- 
low the Rio Grande partly 
explains the interest of the 
public in the 
Hoover tour 


and Lindbergh's internation- 
al mail route inauguration. 


Washington is feeling the 


change. The department of 
state has, for a year, been 
giving 
more thought 
to 


South and Central American 
relations. 
Mr. Hoover time 


and again has shown that 
Pan-American problems are 
uppermost in his mind. 


Behind it all is the gener- 


al belief here that the dan- 
ger of another world war is 
remote and that Europe is 
no longer subject to those 
civil uprisings which tempo- 
rarily removed her as a com- 
petitor of American manu- 
facturers for South and Cen- 
tral American^ trade.

probltion bureau from the treasury 
to the justice department, the ac- 
tivities of Elihu Root at Geneva in 
attempting to clear the way for 
American adherence to the world 
court, and the Mexican revolution 
about 
which Secretary 
Kellogg, 


continuing at his post until Henry 
L. Stimson arrives from Manila, Is 
known to have felt some concern. 


Since Mr. Hoover declared him- 


self in favor of giving to the de- 
partment of justice a large portion 
i f the duties of the prohibition bu- 
••eau now resting with the treasury 
department, the question has arisen 
whether the transfer can be ef- 
fected 
by 
executive 
order 
or 


whether action is necessary. The 
president was expected to ask At- 
torney General Mitchell for an ad- 
visory ruling on this point. 


Mr. Hoover also is faced with

WESTERN NATIONS; BANKERS 
STUDY REPARATIONS PROBLEM

The western hemisphere has a 


new revolution and it is one of 
modern, scientific warfare.

co has laid on the shelf old style 
banditry with tho ragged blankets 
and battered sombreros that used 
to clothe and symbolize her troops.

is now leading hard-fighting, well- 
equipped soldiers of a modernized 
Mexican army rfgalnst rebellious 
units of their former 
comrades. 


His personality is the frux of the 
whole revolt, and he has taken the 
field at the head of the biggeat 
army seen in Mexico since the Vil- 
la uprising in I!tl5.

PRESIDENT CLOSED 
FIRST WEEK'S WORK 
WITH WORKING PLAN 


MATTER LAWlJNFORCEMENT 
AND ORGANIZATION OF JUS- 


TICE TO BE STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 9. 


(AP)—President 
Hoover 


came today to the end of his 
first working week as the 
nation's chief executive with 
definite plans in mind for a 
far reaching investigation to 
be made by his law'enforce- 
ment commission. 


In addition, despite the distrac- 


tions presented in tho foreign field, 
the president had given thought to 
immigration and the problems of 
federal employes and had seen doz- 
ens of callers. 
The full scope of the investiga- 


tion of law enforcement ' ontemp- 
lated was disclosed yesterday when 
in'reply to questions of press cor- 
respondents the president said, "It 
Is intended to cover the entire ques- 
tion ( of law enforcement and 
or- 


ganization of justice." 
"It will also naturally include 


consideration of the method of en- 
forcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and abuses which have grown 
up together with the enforcement 
of the laws in respect to narcotics, 
to immigration, to trade restraint 
and every other branch of federal 
government law enforcement," he 
said. 
"The first step in law enforce- 


ment," he added, "la adequate or- 
ganization of our judicial and en- 
forcement system.'' 


Matter Being WorUed Out. 


In critically considering the en- 


tire federal machinery of justice, 
the president said tho purpose and 
scope of the commission would he 
to study the redistribution oC its 
functions, the simplification of its 
procedure, the provision of addi- 
tional special tribunals, the better 
selection of Juries and "tho more 
effective organization of our agen- 
cies of investigation and prosecu- 
tion." 
The Mexican situation occupied 


the attention of the cabinet yester- 
day while stray bullets were whist- 
ling across the border at El Paso. 
After the meeting it became known 
that the southern republic had been 
negotiating with the United States 
for surplus war 
materials 
and 


would be supplied with 
such 
as 


might be used. 


At the same time it was made 


clear that there was no difference 
of opinion between the war depart- 
ment over the stepst that should be 
ta'.en to protect the American bor- 
ders. It was considered unneces- 
sary at this time to send addition- 
al troops to the border. 


Questions concerning changes to 


be made in government personnel, 
ihe president said comparatively 
few were contemplated. He added 
that he proposed to retain as many 
as possible of those "who have giv- 
en honest and zealous service."
